AN ACT to provide for the payment of the per diem of the em.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

Secretary of SectioN 1. The secretary ofstateis hereby author-
statetosudit ized and directed to audit the accounts of such persons
ployees. as have been employed by the senate or the assembly
or by the chiefclerk or sergeant-at-arms of the senate
or-assembly, in addition to those authorized by chapter
44 of the laws of 1866, during the present session : pro-
wided, that he shall require such certiticates of service
as are required by law in case of other employees of
the legislature.
SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
